ThLs debris 
should be burned before winter. 
Rose mildew, black-spot and other 
fungous diseases may survive in or 
on diseased leaves and shoots left 
on or near the plants over winter. 
Before ridging roses v ith soil in late 
fall, all such litter should be care­ 
fully gathered and burned. 
Of course, gardeners should save 
vegetative wastes for the com pane 
heap wherever possible and practic­ 
able. But so many fungous and bac­
